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CHAPTER I. 

GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 

Thc State of Manipur lies between latitude 24' 35* and 24* 48* North and 
longitude 93' 10* and 94" 30* East The area of the State in estimated at 7,60n 
MUare miles ; that of the vallejr, apwt from the hill tracts, is about (!70 square miles, 
Of which one>third is under cultivation. The population, acoording to the final cen- 
sus figures of 1911, was 3, 46, .323. 

The revenue of the last five years averages Bs. 4,63,367, while the tribute paid 
annually to the Government of India is Bs. 50,000. 

2. His Highness Raja Chura Chand Singh was 26 years 11 months and 1 6 days 
old on 3lst March 1912. His Highness is a Manipnri Kshatria, and has three wives 
(1) Nnngbom Dhanatnanjuri Ibemaoha, (2).Chingakhom Sayama Sakhi, (3) Ngapg- 
b^ Preo Sakhi. . 

He has two sons by the second Rani, two daughters by the first Bani and one 
daughter by the third Bani.

WT The coronation in England of Their Gracious Majesties King George Y and 
Queen Mary was celebrated in June. On 22nd June a ceremonial mraoe of the 
X'VIIth Infantry (The Loyal Regiment) together with the Manipur State Military 
Police took place under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel H. C. Tytler, and for 
thrM consecutive days from the 22nd to the 24tb there were sports, musical per- 
fommnees, and other amusements for all classes of tlm population. 

The 12th December, the day of the Imperial Darbar at Delhi, was also 
oelsbiated by the Indian population with suitable ainuseinents. The palace of His 
Highness the Raja, all finblic buildings belonging to Governnieiit and to the State, 
and nlinnst all tlie i>ri\iite bousua of linpbal ^^crc illuminated in the evening. The

Ae there wae no clue to the identity of 
the aasailante, a force of additional police waa posted at Karong to patrol the ro^ 
»nd prevent crime. The ooet of this guard is recovered from the Naga villagea in 
|ihe vicinity. No crime haa been reported aince ita formation. 

(4) At Thangyam Khulel, in the iiorth-eaat of the State, a Kuki waa beaten in 
» drunken brawl by another Kuki of Luahat village and died of the eflbota. The 
iccuaed was arrested and punished with imprisonment. 

(5) A Matiipuri traveller was iimrder<^ at Jirighat, on the Cacbar border, but^ 
niquiries have failed to uscertaiii who committed the murder. It is by no measm 
certain that the hill tribes are to blame, iny own opinion being that uie man waa 
killed by Manipuri settlers of Jiribam. 

9. The tribes in the unadministered Somra tract, north-east of the State, gave 
io trouble daring the year. 


DISAUMANENT. 

10. During the year 41 uiilieonsed guns and 8 lioenHod guns were confiscated 
>1* whu'li 40 were surrendered voluntarily; 11 were licensed and returned to the 
lien who produced them. The decrease in the number of unlioenaed guns withdrawn 
luring the year under report as compared with the previous year (80) is attribut- 
kble to the continued search made for guns in previous years. As was the case last 
^ear, the majority of the unlioenaed guns produced were brought in from the 
inadniiuistered tract on the north-cast bonier of the Stane. 

* At the end of the year there were 041 lioonsed guns of which 17 were reserved 
or the State. 


TOURS. 

11. Oil the lOtli October ,191 1, His Highness the Raja left Imphal for 
Srindaban, where he performed some religious ceremonies, and proceeded tO<* l^elhi 
m tlie 1 si December 1911 to be present at the Imperial Darter. His Highn^ 
eturned to Briiidabaii and reached linpbal on the 8th January 1912, visiting 
tfavadwipa and Silchar cn rmite. His Highness was accompanied his first Rani, 
lis eident brother, Rajkumar Dumbra Singh, Senapati, his nephew, Rsjkumar Voskor 
^ingli, Saogajjaiii Ibungu Chauba Singh, the Eiduoation and Jail Member, 
rornolmoba Singh, Additional Member of the Darbar and a large suite. 1 was^ith 
liiii in Delhi from the 1st to the I8th December. Uis Highness took part in 
he procession at the State Kiitry and was present at all the State ceremonies 
leld on the occasion. He was granted a private interview by His Majesty the 
Cing-Emperor. The RAni was also received in private audience by Her Majesty the 
i)ueen-En) press. Ilia Higli ness the Kaja and Her Highness the Rani were ^ very 
gratified at the courtesy and oondesoension of Their Majesties. 

His Highness the Kaja made his usual tours in the valley.

2 The field staff of 3 Kanoiigoes and 20 Amins not only carried oirt tbeiv ^ 
ordiriHiy duties of settlement of aaste land, assessment of concealed ouitivatiotk^ * 
and exolueioii of relinquished lands sstisfaotorily# but were also soeeessiblly enx|dpy8d 
in the collection of land revenue. This is the first year in which they have assuttod 
the onllection depai tment. 

There was no change m the rates of assessment, m.« Ks. 5 per pap in the main 
valley, and Rs. 8 per pntt an wet rice land cultivated hy hill men in some small 
valleys bordeiing on the main valley, llie rate for the Jiri settlements is annas 
5 per btgha, Tliere were no complaints regarding these rates, which are not " 
high. 

During the year 3,422 of waste land were taken up fc»r eultivafioti, 

whereas the relinquishments of 1910*11 affecting the demand of the yeai under 
report resulted in 5,009 hqhf^s going out of cultivation. 7,703 7>n7/<as of land weu 
surveyed in the «)iri settlement 

During the year 019 petitions for the relinquishment of 3,841 tnqhan were tecei\ed, 
as against 081 petitions referring to 5,009 b%gha^ in the previous year. 

The increased demand for waste land and the decrease in the relinquishment of 
cultivated areas were due to a nee in the price of rice during the yeai. 


LAND HGVJiiNUE (^OLLBCTION. 

3. Experience has shown that the oolleotioii of revenue in the niofussil gives the 
eolleotiiig nffieei s more oppn tunif los of eniheszleinent To obviate this, the system nan 
been ohaMge<l, The Dakfias and thoir subfirdinates now remain at head quarters, while 
the Kaiiungoea and Amins whose ordinary woik takes them out into the villages, 
are emphiyed in hunting up defaulters and sending them into Imphal to pay tlieir 
leveiiue. These altorntions have had a salutary effect, as they enable a clc»sor 
supei vision to be kept civet the work of the collecting staff. 

One Liakpa was disinissed for the misappropriation of Bs. 1,492, and is now 
under trial btdore the Darlmr Another Lakiia resigned. The vacancies thus causod 
have been filled by one senior cletk of the oolfeotion department and an outsider, both 
men of lesiiectable family. 

The percentage of collection was 97*62 as agamst 95*81 in the previous yeai. 
The higher percentage is due to the imposition of a small fine on defaulting pattsdais 
the somewhat high price of rice during the yeai, and the new system of collection. 
The total leceipts (excluding receipts from the ,liii settlement) w^ore Ks. 3,19,095, as 
against Rs 3,1 3,56 1 in the previous year. Rs 1,125 out of a demand of Rs. 3,899

6. The oooroive meaatiras employed to realiee arrears are the sale of de fi w i tilu g j 
estates and the imposition of a small fine on those who fail to pay their revenne 
before the Slst March* The fining of deiaulters^ of wbicli mention was made in the 
previous year's report* was first brought into foroe during the year under report 
^at it has bad the desired effect is shown by the great decrease of arrears on ourrent 
demand. There were 8»24G sale oases for the molwation of Ha. 12*.9fi9i as against^ 
8.447 cases for the realisation of Ra. 14*902 in the previoos year. The One to hr 
paid by defaulters was not instituted till the end of 1910-11 and to prevent u^astieai 
to such as were ignorant of it. was not enforced till the 1st May. Henoe 
number of sale oases has not yet materiallv decreased. The amoutit realised firom* 
these fines was Rs. I, IGG which was credited under the bead ** MiHoellaneoua" 0£ 
the total arrears of Its. 12*9.^9. Ks^ 9*222 was realised before the time fixed for seW^ 
ot the defaulting estates* Ks. 528 was realised by sale* and Rs. 944 was remitted* 
Sale cases for the remaining Rs. 2,245 were pending at the close of the year. 

7. Expenditure. — The expenditure was Ks, 24*391 as agfdnst Hs. 82|208 i|r 
1910-11, when there was no Sub-Deputy Collector for some part of the year. 

8. Uewenue Court Woi^h . — Out of 5,568 oases for disposal* 3,067 were disposed of 
and 2*501 remained pending as against 2,925 disposed of out of 4,319 in the previous 
year The increase in the number of oases is probably due to the increased value of' 
land, on account of the high price of rice. The lesson so many cases are pending 
is that the majority were instituted during the oolleotTon season when the attention 
of the Sub-Depui-y Collector and enquiring ofifieers is engrossed in collection work. 

9. Jirighat settlement has niade satisfaotoiy progress. According te the* 
recent sutvey there are 14.346 btghm of settled lands. Some .3^0 new settlers have 
come (’ II uig the year, while the old settlers have iiiiproied and exte^ed Uieir 
holdings. The piincipal ciop of the settlement iii, o( ouume, rice, but in addition 
some 400 hhyUm wore under sugarcane* while two new Khasia villages are entirely 
given to tne cultivation of pan in land which is not suitable for rice. 

10 Hill Tribes — House tax was levied at the same rate as in former years* ws.* , 
Rh 3 on all houses tii the hills, and annas ten on»the houses of all Nagns and Kukia 
culti\ating land in the Valley or Jiribam. 

The current demand was Ks 70*111 as against Rs. 69,869 in the previous year, 
and the arrear demand Ks 4,943 

Oul of the tf>t>il doiniitid of Rs 75,054, Rs. 69,178 was collected, Rs. 906. 
remitted and Ks 4*970 remained utirealiHed The arieais would have been lees hut! 
for the failure of the rice crop in the Kuki villages of the south western hiUs^ Of 
the total amount remitted, Ks. 645, was on account of prize money to Tangkbu)i 
students who obtained good results in their annual examination* and Ra. 261 oO 
account of rewards to Tai»gkhui Supervisors and Enumerators.

CHAPTER IV. 

PHODDOTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 

The rain&U of the year wee normal and the outturn of rioe in the ealleyi good^. 
although in plaoee the crop was somewhat damaged by insects. The paildv crop' 
may be taken as a ld«anna crop. The area under noe cultivation is roughly esttmated 
at 3,87|000 lAffkaM and that under other crops 53,000 btgkaa. , 

In addition to rice, which is the staple crop of Manipur, sugarcane, jpeas, tobacco, 
chillies, wheat, AAeson, mustard, meUikalai, and potatoes are grown in the vidlei|^« 
The rabi crop suffered somewhat from want of rain during December, Januaiy and 
February, but on the whole the outturn was. lair. 

The hillmen cultivate rice, which is their staple food, and a certain quantity of 
potatoes, cotton, muse, millet, ^ocAu, chillies and t%L The main supply m potatOsi 
for the Impfaal baser comes from the hills. 

2. This year is notable in Manipur, where climatic conditions make famine well^ 
nigh unheard of for the almost complete failure of the rice crop in the villages of 
the south-west hill tracts, which are ohieRy Kuki, Scarcity first manifested itself 
in the Kuki villages near the Lushai border, m the latter part of October 1911 ancl 
thence rapidly spread to the North and East The failure of the crop was dne to 
the ravages of rats, attracted in the first instance by the seeding of the wild bamboo^i 
As the bulk of the population relies entirely for its support on rice cultivation, eked 
out during the rains by subsidiary crops, distress began to make itself folt almost at 
once. The number of* houses in the area chiefly affected is about 5,700, uitli a 
population of some 30,000. In November 1911 arrangements were made with 
Lakhipur (Caohsr) traders for the supply of rioe to the hill men on credit from their 
depots, four in number, on the Barak River and near Jirighat 

In January, to aocommodate villages situated at too great a distance from the 
Barak River, similar arrangements were made for the supply of rice on credit hy 
Messrs. Hyat Ali, Ash Muhammad, who have shops at Imphiu and Moirang in the 
south of the valley 

Subsequently 5,000 maunds of rice were purchased by the State from Silcnar 
merchants and are being distributed to the affected villages. Nothing approaching 
an actual state of famine exists, as the people, by eking out the supply of nee H\aih 
able with edible roots obtained in the jungle, will have no difficulty m existing till the 
millet and maixe crops are harvested about the end of June ^ The crops in the NorUi- 
West hills also failed partially but the distress in that area is in no way acute ano no 
relief measures have been found necessary. 

3. Labour is cheap, but not alwaj s easy to procure. The price of day labour 
hi the valley is annas 4 and in the hills nnnns G 

The price of rice was higher than in the previous year and much above the normal. 
But as the population of Manipur is essentially agricultural and the State produces 
much more nee than it can consume, the high pnet so fai ft orn causing suffering,

buffalfiee ie not permitted. 

The prinei^ imports are piece goods, keroeine oil, salt, augar and betel aiifi,^ 
(which does not grow in Manipur). Some 7,000 inaonda of Liverpool ealt are now 
imported every year. 

8. Copper — ^The terms of the lease of the copper mine near Kbonga) 
thana, on the Burma border, to Messrs. Attia, Mai tin and Mukeiji of Hangoon have 
not yet been finally settled 1 visited the woikiugs in August and fiiund that there 
IS undoubtedly copper present. The ore is rich, but it requires expert knowledge to 
say how far the vein is likely to extend.

V Dui mg the year the attention of the State Engineer and his suborainatee was 
mainly engrossed in the w ater wo rks The contract for the greater part of the eohetne 
WHS, on the advice of Mi TJIsn^, Sanitery Engineer to the (Government, placed with 
Messrs. James Simpson k Co , Calcutta. The work at the head of the pipe line made 
considerable progress duiing the 3 ’ear The weir across the Palok stream, which is to 
pi ovide the water, is almost completed. The masonry bases for the Jewell filter, 
settling lank, wash tank, clear water tank and distribution cistei ns have been coii'^ 
sti ucted The trenches fiir the mam and distribution pipe lines have been dug. All 
tills woik was carried out departni on tally by the State Engineer But through the 
cul[)able iieghgeiice uf the contracting nun only a veiv siiiall proportion of the 
mateiial (pipes, ctf>teins, kc ), was deliveied at Manipur Jiofid Stafioii by the end of 
the 3 *eai The result is that it is now impossible to ooiuplete tlie work before the 
laiiis bleak, and we have no oboioe but to postpone the laying of the pipes till next 
cold weather With the excefition of the wateiuoiks, State Public Works were 
mainly confined to tepaiis Among the few orignml uoiks, tlie construction of a civil 
police thana at Jirigliat, the completion of the Sub-Deputy Collector's house and 
the const motion of slab diains 111 the Cachar road may be noted 

In connexion with the palace and compound a sum of Its 6 971 was expended, 
mcluditig lis 3,498 for gilding the temple domes. A coach house was built and the 
gtouiid neat the palace was levelled to a ceitain extent 

Since the lebignatioii of Mi. Piitoli.iid on 18th Apnl, Mr H. Benson has beau 
in ehatge, and has cairied out the duties of Ins depaitmeiit satis lactoiily

With regard to **FMienee *• the foreoatt in the report for 1910-11 tlwt the lott 
of that year wonUi be the gain of the current year hae been fatly realiaed. There 
wer«r howeren two or tiuwe fisberiea which could not be oompletely drained daring 
the year. Thia aocounta for the laige amount of halanoe in arrear. These Saherisa* 
have now passed into other bands, and I fear a oontiderable portion the balance 
will have to be written off as irrecoveratile. Hie laige sum remitted is on account 
of the arrear revenue of 1910*11 and is dne to the loss suffered by the leasees during 
that year. 

The inoreaae under the head ** Salt " ia due to the collection of arrears of pTe* 
vioua year. But the inoome from thia source ia steadily deoreasingy owing to 1^9 
competition of imported aalt. 

In spite of the duty the export of rioe and cattle continues to inoirease. ^ 

The increase under the head ** Miscellaneous” is mainly due to Land Rsvetunh 
lines, the receipt of Ba. 1,210 from the Gover nment Khyida D epart ment, Bnrmd , 
being the graaing fees of elephants which summered in Manipur, and be fact thdt 
more vrork was done by the State Engineer for private persons than in the previous 


year,

There was a decided fall in the income from forests on the Cachar boHer, 
which forms the bulk of the revenue under the head ** Forests.” Possibly the system 
of allowing the extraotion of timber without any check is beginning to react un- 
favourably. 

The scheme for the systematic working of the forests submitted to Government 
by Mr. Perrde, of which mention was made in the report of the previous year, has 
not as yet been sanctioned. The royalty on timber brought to the Manipur valley 
decreased slightly. But on the other hand the royalty on the monopoly of rubber, 
beeswax, ivory and deer horns and receipts from the Langol hill reserve forests 
increased. The monopoly above referred to came to an end during the current year, 
ind was resold by auction, falling to the previous lessee. But as the amount of 
rubber brought in has steadily dwindled to practically nothing during the past few 
fears, owing tf» the practice of tapping the roots (»f the trees, rubber nas been 
ixoluded from the monopoly and the lull men are forbidden to collect it. Luring thv 
fear under report arrangements have been made with the Bombay-Burnia Tiding 
Dorpuratiott of Rangoon for working the teak forests on the Burma border. A lease 
bas been drafted on the lines of the leases received by the Corporation from Uie 
Burma Government and submitted to Gc^veniineiit for sanction.

Out of a to^ expenditure of Ks. 45,903 on account of His Highaeas'e visit to 
Delhi on the occasion of the Imperial Darbar only Bs* 20,903 was spent out of 
the sum of Rs. 24,310 sanctioned from the Reserve. The amount sanosioned from 
bhe Reserve on account of waterworks was Rs. 1,35,500. But the delay of the 
contractors rendered it possible to spend only Ks. 49,543. In spite of these es^ 
expenses, the Reserve was depleted to the extent of only Ks. 28,169, the closing 
damnees on 31st March 1971 and on Slst March 1912 being Rs. 3,31,125 aug 
Rs. 3,02,956 respectively. 

The first instalment of Rs, 1,00,000 out of the loan of Rs. 2,00,000 from^ Govern* 
fnent for the waterworks was made available in March last, but not having been 
incorporated in the State accounts before the close of the year, does not form 
mrt of the closing balance. It has not been drawn upon as yet. This is due to 
Me failure of the contracting Company to deliver the material at the stipulated 
Ame. 


CHAPTEJl VI, 

VITAL STATISTICS AND SANITATION. 

1. Medical— The number of dispensaries remained the same as in the previous 
f’ear, faz., 4. The number of outdoor patients decreased slightly, while the number 
>f indoor patients in the Imphal dispensary increased. The health o( the people was 
>ettor than in the previous year. 

Thirty-two major and 477 minor operations were performed, as against 38 fuajor 
md 461 fuinor operations in the previous yeai, 

2. Foecmafion. — Out of 18,233 vaccinations, 11,786 were successful, 130 UUSUQ- 
essful and the result of 1,317 was unknown, 

3. As no adequate ina<*hiuory exists for recording births and deaths, no attempt 
s made to collect vital statistics. 

4. Spidemics.— There was no epidemic during the year. Mulai'ia, though 
Tevalent, was not so virulent as in the previous year. A large number of peopa 
uffered from worms. 

5. Waterworks , — The reasons for the non -completion of the waterworks havf> 
teen given above. However, considerable progress has been made with the sobemsf, 

it is to be hoped that it really will be completed during the coming year. 

6. Personfiel — Captain H. C. Buckley, f.M.n, acted as Civil Surgeon from let 
Lpril to 20th August 1911. Ciptain C. H. Fielding, i.if.s., was in charge front 
list August 1911 to 31st March 1912.

There were 66 Lower Primary Sohools in the valley as against 62 in the {nretkats 
year. The number in the Tangkiml Hills was the same as in the previous yw. 

In these sohools (both Upper and Lower Primary) 4,448 boys and 23 gtrlS erere ^ 
on the rolls on dlst March. The average attendance was 8354*99 as agaiiiet 2925*47 
in the previous year. 

Of the GG Lower Primary Schools in the valley, 4 are Madrassas, 1 a Tal and 1 a 
girls* school. 

In the northern hills there were seven eohools at the eonelusion of the mvihus 
year, with 95 boys on the roll Of these seven schools, three were abolished urom ttie 
TOginiiing of the year under report, on account of continued bad attendanoe. Thei'S 
'were four Kuki sohools aihong the villages on tbe Lushai border. These schools submii 
no returns and have therefore not been included in Api)endix XXV. These four and 
the four remaining sohools in the northern hills were closed at the end of the year, im 
I am convinced that they are of no practical value. The money thus saved will be 
[devoted to increasing the number of scholarships for hill boys held at Imphsl where 
ithey receive better tuition and supervision...^^ 

! 8. During the year the Manipuri translations of two books were reprinted. 

* 4. TtadUng Staff * — There are 132 teachers in the Valley Primary schools, of 
whom 100 are Matiipuris bom in the State, 17 Manipuris horn outside the State, 12 
Manipuri Muhammadans and three foreigners One teacher has read up to the second 
olsss and one to the third class of the Matriculation standard, two hold Middle 
English cortiGoales, one a Normal School certiGoato, 84 U}ir>er Piiniary certiGcates« 
35 T^ower Primary oertiGoates and seven Persian title certificates. The niistross of 
the girls' school holds no certificate, but has read up to the Lower Primary standard. 

5. JUitfiUnffH . — The school building in Imphsl and the Ukhrui school are kept 
in repair by the State. Outside IniphaT, eight new schooMiouses were constructed by 
the villages concerned. School builaings throughout the valley are repaired by the 
villsgers themselves. 

6. £!xpfnditfire * — The Middle English schools in Imphal sre maintained rnainiy 
by grants- in-aid from the State and partly by fees from the pupils. All Primaiy 
schools, both in tbe valley and in the hills, are maintained by the State. But a smelt 
schooling fee is paid by the pupils of the Upf»er Primary school. The cost to the 
State on all accounts of education was Rs, 86,135, of which Ha 5,046 was on account 
of hill sohools and was charged to “Hill tribes.** Ks 1,*J 12 spent on buildings and 
fnmiture was charged to “ State Works.’*

CHAPTER VIIL 
MISCELLANEOUS. 

1. Vftmnnrff. — There is a veterinary dispensary in Iinphal, under charge of a 
Veterinary Assistant, who treats free of cost any animal brought to the dispensaiy 
or sliown him during his tours. 1.951 animals were treated by him in the dispensary** 
and 256 on tour. 26 cattle were inoculated against rinderpest and 94, horses against 
anthrax, by the serutii alone method. 

Outbreaks of Kinrh rpest, foot and mouth disease, bsemorrhagic septicmmia and 
black-quarter were reported ; 193 animals died of various contagious diseases. The 
i'e|N>rting of contagious diseases by the village ohoukidars lias much improved, but still 
leaves something to be desired. There was some opposition on the jmrt oi* the foreign 
ixirters to inoculation, but as a rule it is welcomed. 

There can be no doubt that the institution of a veterinaiy disponstiry has proved 
X decided success. 

2. There is a printing press at Iinphal, which only prints bills, forms, vernacular 
notices, kc, 

3. Dui ing the year rewards were paid for the destruction of nine tigers, 12 
leojiards and 45 bears. 

4. I WHS Vice-Prehideiit of tlio Manipur State Jlarhar throughc»ut the year. 

Ningthoujamba Gokul Singh, the Police Membei of the Darbsr died on 15th May 

1911, since when the post has remained vacant. Kaikumar Pushkar Singh, great 
uncle of His Highness the Raja and Pi'esident of the Cherap Court, died on lllstMav 
1911. Babu Ainbika Charan Chose, Superintendent, State Office and Uarbar Olerli 
performed his duties most satisfactorily. All the establishments of the various officev 
under the Manipur State have worked well during the year.
